Many thanks to all who wrote about glue suggestions and so forth. I tried 
30 minute slow cure expoxy, and it seems to be holding solidly. Last 
night, while chasing other problems, I noticed that other wafers had glue 
on them - somebody really beat them up on this poor ol TV-7! 


Anyway, thanks also to Barry Hauser, because now I have more things to 
check - I'm hoping those ferrite beads account for some very odd behavior 
I'm seeing. I can't get consistent readings easily - either the unit is 
full of crap shorting it out, or the beads are causing problems. 


R103, a 47 ohm resistor, was replaced by a 36 ohm resistor, which I 
switched back - anyone see odd replacement values like that in old TV-7s? 
I assume somebody just used what was on hand. Man, are those a pain in 
the butt to replace. 


While I'm here... do TV-7 folks notice that the transformer resistances 
seem to vary an awful lot from what the manual says? Manuals says 80 
ohms, I get 40 (pins 9-10), manual says 40 (I think), I get 2 ohms (pins 
1-2 - the input pins). Weird stuff... 


Another question - I measure the case to AC plug ground and get 80 volts 
AC. How are these best/safest to ground? I assume there is some filter 
caps going to the chassis that are leaking - should I be replacing some of 
them? I've been careful around the equipment while I'm repairing it, but 
want to be able to use it safely and not have to worry about killing 
myself. I've got several TV-7's - at least one other one has the problem 


as well. 


Lastly, I could use a TV-7 lid - paint condition unimportant, but nice if 
no dents. 


Sorry fer all the questions - I'm still kinda new to this. Thanks in 
advance...
